Seizure of Alcohol-Laden 1 
Truck. A a m i t Charges ' 


^ Four , men, three of them brothers, 

arrested in raids at Modesto last 
night, confessed at the Alameda 
County jail today, authoriUes re¬ 
ported, that they kidnaped the 
di’iver and hijacked- an alcohol¬ 
laden truck near Liivermore last 
Saturday. The brotliers surrendered 
after a gun battle. 

The hijacking was accomplished 
in broad daylight. Massino Civello, 
29, of Berkeley, the truck driver, 
was held captive ten hours whUe 
the hijackers sought to force*him 
to reveal the source of the 85 five- 
gallon cans of alcohol in the truck. 

Civello led the Alameda County 
officers to the liideouts of his as¬ 
sailants at Modesto. The brothers, 
Salvadore, 19; Nick. 21, and Pasky 
Curci, 20. were surrounded in a 
home on the outskirts of the town.

The bullets splintered woodwork 
and before Curci could fire again, 
Webb was upon him, knocking the 
gun from his hand. 

The fourth man, Edward Varni, 
w^as arre.sted in a Modesto hangout 
which the officers asserted was con¬ 
ducted as a speakeasy. 

Stopping Civello on the Dublin- 
Livermore highway near the Liver¬ 
more airport at 10 o’clock Saturday 
morning, the hijackers forced him 
to relinquish the wheel of the truck, 
and accompany them in a drive that 
ended at Modesto. 

THREATENED DEATH 
On the way. the hijackers threat¬ 
ened to throw Civello in the river, 
he reported, unless he disclosed the 
still wliich produced the alcohol in 
vthe truck. 

Civello protested that he did not 
know its location, and at 10 o’clock 
Saturday night, his captors threw 
him off the truck. They then 
. transferred the alcohol to another 
' vehicle and permitted Civello to 
take the truck and drive away. 

In their reported confession, made^ 
at the district attprney’s office, the 
four men claim they hijacked the 
liquor only because the wholesale 
bootlegger for whom Civello drove 
the truck, owed them $1000 which 
he"refused to pay. Civello was en¬ 
gaged in running the alcohol from a 
still in San Joaquin Coufity to Ala¬ 
meda, where the owner of the truck 
is reported to live, ^ ' 

Modesto authorities reported hav- 
1 ing had the Curci brothers under 
investigation after two speakeasies, 
i whose proprietors had refused to 
purchase*a certain brand of alcohol, 
were invaded by .a “wrecking crew*’ 
and tlieir interiors smashed. ‘ _^
